tired, but not too tired to gather the 
press for his important message. 
“Koloff knows what is going 
on,” he began. “Tommy Rich and 
Paul Orndorff put a price on my 
head. They pay Ken Patera to 
destroy Koloff. Rich and Orndorff 
cannot beat the Russian Bear, so 
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they pay money-hungry American 
to fight for them. 

“T laugh at these two chicken 
Americans. No American wrestler 
will beat Koloff. I am 
indestructible. American wrestlers 
are too soft. In Soviet Union, we 
live through hardship every day. 


From birth, we learn to be tough. 
Americans get everything they 
want. This is why nobody will ever 
beat Koloff.” 

Koloff then consented to take 
questions from the © reporters. 
When asked why Patera, who has 
no apparent stake in a feud rooted 
in Georgia, would take on such a 
task, Koloff replied, “Money. In 
this capitalist pig country, people 
do anything for money. In Soviet 
Union, we do not think like this. 
We are given food, clothing, and 
shelter, and we are happy. 
Americans always want more, 
more, more. Maybe Patera wants 
new car or something. I don’t 
know.” 

Koloff refused to comment on 
how he got his information to 
make such an accusation. “I know, 
I have my sources. That’s all. Go 
home. Write your story.” 

In a scene almost as brutal as the 
one that took place in the ring 
earlier, the reporters rushed from 
the room, practically stomping 
each other to get to Patera’s 
dressing room.

The press room was the next 
stop for the reporters. The 
contingent was eager to get on the 
phones and hear what the two 
Georgia-based fan favorites would 
have to say about the situation. 
The calls were amplified over an 
intercom system for all to hear. 


“Check my bankbooks,” Rich 
said. “I can’t even believe this, 
man. Maybe Koloff’s been hit on 
the head once too many, ya know. | 
have to laugh. Patera? Even if | 
wanted to pay someone to get 
Koloff, and I wouldn’t, it wouldn’t 
be Patera. He’s not exactly on my 
hit parade, if you know what I 
mean. There’s a lot of bad blood 
between me and the Russian, but 
not enough for me to pay someone 
to hurt him.

paced back and forth across the 
floor. He walked by a mirror and 
saw blood on his face, but he 
wasn't concerned; he knew that 
the blood wasn’t his own.

suffering, though his expression 
did not show it. As medical 
attendants treated his facial 
injuries, the manager was 
plotting. In his own deranged 
mind, Albano has twisted the 
facts so that Snuka was at fault 
for their split months back. He 
blames the man-he lied to, the 
man whose money he took 
under the guise of contractual 
obligations (when in fact there 
was no contract) for their falling 
out. Yes, Albano was plotting, 
and the plot was revenge. 


Shortly after the medics left, 
Albano was on the telephone. 
He didn't seem to mind that the 
assembled reporters were still 
present; he wants his plans 
known to all. 

The first call he made was to 
Magnificent Muraco. Muraco 
had been brought back to the 
WWE by Albano around the time 
his problems with Snuka began 
to intensify as something of an 
insurance policy against the 
possibility that he would lose The 
Superfly. Muraco, who receives 
big-money purses to wrestle, 
will add revenue to Albano that 
the manager lost after Snuka 
left. In addition, Albano hopes to 
exact revenge from Snuka, 
using Muraco as a weapon of 
destruction. 

In Albano’s next call, to 
Samoan Afa, though the 
conversation was notin English, 
the name Snuka clearly.came up 
several times. Through the 
course of the phone call, Albano 
was smiling and laughing. But 
by the time he was through, his 
look of anger had returned. 

“He's gonna pay, he’s gonna 
pay for this,” Albano screamed 
as he pointed to the doctor’s 
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patchwork. ‘‘My men are gonna 
bring that slob to his knees and 
kick him into the gutter where 
he belongs! 

“l could have hired some 
thugs to get him in an alley 
somewhere,’ Albano con- 
-tinued, “but no, the Captain 
doesn't want it that way. | wary 
everybody to see it. | want Snuka 
flat on his back in front of those 
idiot fans. | want to see the shock 
of their faces as he lays there in 
a pool of blood. Then they'll know 
the truth. | was the man who 
brought him. here. He was 
nothing before he met me. | got 
him the title shots, | made him 
the wrestler he is. And then he 
just left me. I’m glad, I'm really 
happy. After the Captain’s men 
are through with him, he'll never 
wrestle again.” | 

Buddy Rogers, who has taken 
over the guidance of Snuka’s 
career, seemed more worried by 
his wrestler’s mental state than 
Albano’s threats. “l have less 
respect for that man than | ever 
have before,” he said. “He 
humiliated Jimmy, he took away 
his pride. No man has the right to 
do that. Tonight, Jimmy got a 
chance to give him back a little, 
but he wants more. | can under- 
stand that, but he can't forget 
that there will be other 
challenges. He can't let Albano 
blind him. Jimmy will have some 
tough matches ahead. Yes, 
some will be from the Albano 
camp, but we can’t worry about 
that.” 

Snuka has already felt the first 
wave of the Albano army. With 
the cooperation of Fred Blassie, 
Ray ‘The Crippler’ Stevens has 
been sent on the “Destroy 
Snuka” mission. What follows, 
however, might spell the 
downfall for The Superfly. 

Muraco has long had a 
reputation as a_ bloodthirsty, 
money-hungry wrestler. Albano 
can wave enough green before 
“The Magnificent One” to make 
him see red. 
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Once Albano’s head was cut (above), he 
no longer had the strength to defend 
himself. Earlier, the Captain was able to 
mount a brief offensive (below). Snuka 
does not appear to be satisfied with his 
victory (right). He wants more from 
Albano than just a little blood. The 
Captain is aware of this and has already 
set up his defense. 


The Samoans have a long 


history with the “Captain, a 
history that saw them hold the 
WWF tag team title twice and 
defend it countless times. They 
can be brutal alone or as a team. 
Snuka will have to be especially 
careful with The Samoans, 
because when one is around, 
the other isn’t far away. 

“Just get me the contracts,” 
Snuka said excitedly. when he 
heard of Albano’s plans. “lI can 
beat anyone ‘he throws against 
me. He thinks he made me a 
wrestler, | was wrestling long 
before | met him, and I'll be 
wrestling for a long. time to 


come. I’m not afraid. I'll be better 
than | ever was before. | want to 
pay him back for everything he’s 
done to me. He made me feel like 
a fool.” 

Rogers smiled in agreement. 
“Jimmy is the most unique 
wrestler | have come across in 
all my years in this sport,” he 
said. “He's fast, strong, and he 
can think on his feet. He has 
total control of his body. He can 
make it do anything he wants, 
from the easiest takedown to 
flying off the top rope. He can 
only get better with age, like a 
fine wine. And we saw another 


aspect of his ability tonight. He 
can brawl with the best of them 
if he has to. Muraco we know 
can give out punishment, but 
can he take it? Snuka will be 
ready to give it to him, and he’s 
in condition to absorb anything 
Muraco can dish out. We'll have 
to be extra careful with The 
Samoans. They'll do whatever 
Albano says, without even 
thinking twice. If we have one 
advantage on them, it’s 
intelligence.” 

The stage is set for what might 
be the bloodiest feud in the 
WWF area in a long time. Lou 
Albano and Jimmy Snuka are 
two men set on revenge. At first 
glance, the Captain would seem 
to have the upper hand, but if 
you look closely into Snuka’s 
eyes, you'll see enough 
determination to dispel any 
doubts about his intentions. 
He's ready. O

A: You are very welcome. I feel 
it is time for the wrestling 
world to know who I am and 
where I come from.

Q: Thank you. First of all, who 
is Kabuki? Where were you 
born? 

A: I was born in Singapore 
sometime between 1950 and 
1958. 

Q: You don’t want to tell us the 
exact year?

A: Part of what I am must 
remain a mystery. It isenough 
that I have narrowed my 
birthdate to that time period. 

Q: Fair enough. What was life 
like for a young man in 
Singapore? 


For me, it was not very good. 
I grew up on B Street, in an 
area of Singapore known as 
the “Cesspool of Sin.” 

From that name, I can 
imagine what life must have 
been like. 

Perhaps, but for an 11-year- 
old orphan, life in the 
Cesspool of Sin was as close 
to hell as I ever want to be. 
A young man learns very 
quickly how to take care of 
himself. One becomes very 
self-reliant. 

How did you first get 
interested in wrestling? 

Well, as an orphan I used to 
have to take care of myself all 
the time. I used to meet a lot of 
people, good and bad, and 
many of them had very strong 
influences on me. When I was 
12 years old, I met an old 
wise man who was a martial 
arts master and Who used 
to be a wrestling coach in 
his younger days. He took me

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out of The Cesspool, fed me 
on a daily basis, clothed me, 
and gave me a sense of myself 
that I never knew until that 
day. He took me under his 
wing. 

And he was the one who 
taught you how to wrestle? 
Yes, he schooled me in the 
martial arts first, then he 
taught me how to be a 
wrestler. I was still in my 
early teens when I made my 
professional debut in the 
wrestling ring. It did not take 
long before 1 was wrestling all 
across Asia. I was a very 
popular wrestler. 

Were you wrestling as Kabuki 
during this time? Were you 
wearing the makeup into the 
ring? 

No, I was wrestling under my 
real name, which is Song- 
Song. 

When did you start wearing

the Kabuki makeup? 

The story of why I began to 
wear the Kabuki makeup is a 
painful story for me to tell, 
but I must tell it for the 
people to understand who and 
what I am. I was wrestling as 
Song-Song in India against 
the man who was at the time 
almost a wrestling god in that 
country, Gama Singh. It was 
a special Hindu Coal Match 


in which the action takes’ 


place over a bed of hot coals, 


and one man must pin his 
opponent’s body to the coals 
in order to win. I won the 
match, but the Hindu wres- 
tling fans in the audience, 
the fans who held Gama 
Singh in such high esteem, 
began to beat me, then they 
rubbed my face in the hot 
coals. They . . . they scarred 
me for life. That is when I 
stopped using my real name, 
put on the makeup to hide my 
scars, and began wrestling as

Kabuki. The name Kabuki 
comes from the traditional 
form of Japanese entertain- 
ment in which the performers 
use the makeup that I use 
today. 

You know, even close up as 
we are now, I can’t really see 
any scars on your face. 

This is. because I have had 
a great deal of plastic surgery 
done to my face to try to hide 
the scars. 

It must have been very painful 
for you. 

At the time it was extremely 
painful. I honestly felt that it 
would be better to die than to 
continue living with the pain 
day after day. After several 
years, the pain in my face 
subsided, but the pain in my 
heart will burn forever. | will 
always remember what that 
moment felt like, and I will 
always suffer because of it. 
This is why it pains me so 
much when ignorant fools 
with no respect such as Dusty 
Rhodes make fun of my 
makeup and my face. They 
don’t understand what I 


i and Buzz Sawyer double-team Dusty Rhodes. Kabuki hates no man on earth 
more than Rhodes, who has mocked the Singapore native's facial injuries by wearing 
kabuki makeup into the ring.

went through, and some- 
times I feel as if I have to 
make these people under- 
stand by making them taste 
a little of the pain themselves. 
When did you first start 
wrestling in the United States? 
1 was wrestling in Australia, 
and Gary Hart happened to 
see me in the ring. I suppose 
he liked what he saw, because 
he quickly offered me a 
contract. He managed me in 
Australia, all across Asia, and 
he was the one who first 
brought me to the United 
States. 

Do you like wrestling in the 
United States? , 
Yes, the competition here is 
very good, although I also 
like wrestling in Japan quite 
a bit as well. The pay is good, 
too, and Gary Hart treats me 
very well financially.

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NEW YORK, NY: Many have tried, but all have 
failed. The Big Man, John Studd, remains on his 
feet and the challenge continues. Fred Blassie, 
with the flair and panache of P.T. Barnum, has 
continued a John Studd tradition: the bodyslam 
challenge. This reprises the $5,000 bodyslam 
challenge made recently in Florida while Studd 
was under contract to J.J. Dillon. What happens 
is this: Blassie offers $500 to the first guy who 
tries to slam Studd.

Atlantic championship from Paul Jones, or 
Jones has regained the title from Brisco. The 
latest switch is that Brisco has regained the belt 
from Jones, although that could certainly have 
changed by the time this magazine is printed and 
gets to the newsstands. Frankly, | don’t know 
what the hell is going on, but it’s obvious that 
neither Jones nor Brisco is able to bring stability 
to the Mid-Atlantic. This seesaw battle could go 
on for years unless someone new comes into the 
area and straightens things out. 

TAMPA, FL: Troubles in the stable of manager 
J.J. Dillon, and they have to do with none other 
than The Big Cat himself, Ernie Ladd. “I’m sick of 
that scummy Dillon,’ Ladd told me during a 
recent telephone interview. “| was wrestling ina 
tag team match with King Kong Mosca, and 
obviously Dillon hadn’t taught him the first thing 
about how to wrestle in a tag match. Either that

Ladd in my stable.’’ Ladd recently moved to the 
Georgia area, which makes things interesting: 
Dillon, has his eyes set on expanding his 
managerial influences into Georgia. | wouldn't 
be surprised if we see Dillon and Ladd crossing 
paths again very soon. 

ATLANTA, GA: Talk about a stalemate! The war 
among the Georgia wrestlers gets worse every 
day, but neither side seems to be gaining any 
sort of an advantage. On the one side, we have 
Tommy and Johnny Rich, Paul Orndorff, 
Hacksaw Butch Reed, Brad Armstrong, and 
Tom Pritchard. On the other side, it’s van Koloff, 
Mad Dog Buzz Sawyer, Ole Anderson, Masked 


Superstar, and Super Destroyer. The only 
progress being made in Georgia is an increase in 
the volume of blood being shed on a weekly 
basis.

and the gym teacher had to leave 
for a while.

me mad when a guy like Sawyer or 
Koloff hurts someone. Sawyer 
doesn’t just hurt people, he 
‘humiliates them. I don’t care for 
that at all. I sit there and burn up 
inside when | see him rub a guy’s 
face into the mat. A wrestler 
should go into the ring to win. 
There’s no place for the tactics 
_ Sawyer uses in the ring. 

“It upsets me when I hear that 
the fans are worried, because they 
are very important to me. In some 
matches, the fans can mean the 
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difference between winning and 
losing. I hear them cheering me on, 
and I know I have to win for them. 
But there are also some things I 
have to do for myself and my sport. 
I wouldn’t be any good to anyone if 
I kept all that anger locked up 
inside. It would affect my 
performance in the ring, and it 
would affect my life outside the 
ring. Wrestling isn’t one of those 
careers where you can leave your 
work at the office.” 

Many fans feel that Rich’s 
current string of feuds is affecting 
his ring activity. One fan observed 
that the type of wrestlers Rich is 
seeing day after day has 
necessitated a change in his style; 
he isn’t as good a scientific'wrestler 
as he once was. 

Another fan wrote a letter saying 
Rich was getting too beat up in the 
ring. This fan feared that the 
injuries Rich was suffering against 
the rulebreakers would, in the long 
run, shorten his career. 

“I worry about that, too,” Rich 
said. “These guys fight dirty, and 
they’re tough. Let’s face it, there’s 
no place in wrestling for some of 
the tricks they pull in the ring, but 
when you're in there with a 
brawler, you’ve gotta brawl. If you 
don’t, you’re in trouble, man. 


Imagine if I tried to wrestle Koloff 
by the rules. I'd be destroyed. 
You’ve gotta keep your guard up 
against these guys. 

“I’d love to have the title back. 
Every wrestler’s goal is to be world 
champion. For the short time I held 
the belt, I was on cloud nine. 
There’s no better feeling in the 
world. I'll get a shot at Flair. 
Maybe I should just wait a while. 
Being champion takes a lot out of 
you. He’ll be ready to giveit up ina 
while, and I’ll be there ready to 
relieve him of it. But for now, there 
are some things I’ve gotta take care 
of at home. I don’t like what I see 
going on here, and I have to do 
something about it. That’s the kind 
of person I am. | hope the fans 
understand that and continue to 
stand behind me. Like with that 
kid in school, it might take a while, 
but I’ll get the job done.” O

task he proved he is incapable of 
performing himself. The Captain 
has also been in contact with 
several of the world’s most 
feared rulebreakers and _ is 
known to be close to signing at 
least one big name in the 
near future. 

His intentions are clear; he 
makes no attempt to hide them. 
Albano has always been filled 
with hatred, and he hates Jimmy 
Snuka more than any man inthe 
world. He feels he made Snuka 
the wrestler he is today, only to 
be spit upon. He is also livid 
about the brutal treatment he 
received from Snuka when the 
two men met at Madison Square 
Garden. 

Why Albano expected 
anything else but Snuka’s full 
wrath after literally robbing the 
man and then ambushing him 
on national television is beyond 
me. But what | really can’t 
fathom is how Albano, a 
mediocre wrestler during his 
prime, could think he would 


stand a chance against one of 
the greatest wrestlers of 
our time. 

Predictably, Albano’s face was 
drenched in blood at the 
conclusion of the match. Snuka 
and his fans thrilled at the sight; 
what remained of Albano’s skin 
was red with embarrassment. 

Looking and acting like he 
does, it is hard to believe 
anything could embarrass 
Albano, but being humiliated by 
his former wrestler in front of 
22,000 people in the Garden, 
another 3,500 viewing the 
match on closed-circuit TV inthe 
adjoining Felt Forum, and 
countless millions more 
watching on cable TV, he 
became obsessed with revenge. 
That's when he opened up his 
wallet and started assembling 
his henchmen. : 

But Jimmy Snuka does not 
stand alone. 

“Hey, if that pig wants to play 
that game,’ said Pedro Morales 
upon learning of Albano’s 


intentions, “! can play that 
game, too. I’m throwing my 
support to The Superfly. If any of 
Albano’s creeps try anything 


with Snuka, I'll consider it the 
same as trying something 
with me!” 


But Snuka and Morales do not 
stand alone. 

“| look at Superfly Snuka as 
something of an idol,’ said 
Salvatore Bellomo. “| watch him 
every time he wrestles. | wish | 
could be just like him. If anybody 
tries to harm that fantastic 
wrestling machine, they're 
going to have to deal with one 
angry Italian!” 

But Snuka, Morales, 
Bellomo do not stand alone. 

“| always had a lot of respect 
for Jimmy,’ said WWF 
champion Bob Backlund. “He 
gave me the toughest matches 
of my career and he never once 
broke the rules. Over the last 
few months, Jimmy and | have 
become real close friends. It took 
a lot of guts for him to break 
away from a man like Albano. 
Nothing is going to happen to 
Jimmy Snuka. Not while Bob 
Backlund’s around.’ 

So the field of combat is set. 
Albano already has Magnificent 
Muraco and The Samoans under 
contract. He is rumored to be 
negotiating with J.J. Dillon to 
purchase the contract of The 
Great Kabuki. It’s no longer 
every man for himself in the 
WWF. It’s Albano’s men for 
Albano’s money, and the WWF 
scientific wrestlers for their 
friend Jimmy Snuka. 

“| don't really know what to 
say,’ Snuka said when told of 
the support that was pledged to 
him. “Il never intended for 
anyone else to be dragged into 
this thing. | knew the risks and | 
decided they were worth taking. 
Knowing | have friends who are 
willing to take the risks along 
with me proves that | made the 
right decision.” Oo

This is a rare photo | dug out of the files: 
Tom Pritchard actually doing something 
in the wrestling ring. With the amount of 
punishment he takes, it’s no wonder he 
wants to be an announcer. I'm beginning 
to wish he was a better wrestler! 
Pritchard might best be 
described as a fan who won 
an “Announcer for the Day” 
contest. Then | think even 
the fans are more 
interesting than this 
maudlin moron. 

And yet, Pritchard is 
certainly the analyst the 
fans deserve. Where there 
was once the genius of 
Roddy Piper, perhaps the 
most original.mind to ever 
consider the art of 
wrestling, now there sits a 
man pandering to the fans’ 
prejudices. Most fans would 
prefer it this way. No more 
the challenges that Piper’s 
commentary offered. 
Instead, we have the 
reassurances of Pritchard’s 
mindlessness. 

If one were to believe 
anything Pritchard says, 
then Butch Reed would be 
champion, Tommy Rich 
the best wrestler not 
holding a title, and Brad 
Armstrong must be the 


hope of the future. Any 
intelligent person knows 
those are now the three 
biggest lies ever uttered. 
Anyone who doesn’t believe 
that those are lies is 
probably a wrestling fan. 

Yes, Pritchard is the 
man the fans deserve. He 
spoon-feeds them what 
they want to hear. The truth 
never crosses his lips, 
which are often fastened on 
Gordon Solie’s ring. To 
watch and listen to the man 
is enough to make a 
maggot gag, which 
probably accounts for the 
strange noises you hear 
whenever Pritchard talks. 

Pritchard is only a shame. 
The crime is that there are 
so many intelligent 
wrestlers around who could 
do the job so much better. 
Ole Anderson can be 
brilliant in his analysis of a 
match. Ivan Koloff is a 
veteran who has seen it all 
and knows how to discuss 
it. Gary Hart can pick apart 
a wrestler’s technique with 
insight and intelligence. 
These and many others 
could make a real 
contribution to wrestling. 
They will never get the 
chance. 

Instead, we will be 
subjected to the in- 
somniac’s friend, Tom 
“Sleepy-bye” Pritchard. 
Fans will learn nothing new, 
have their prejudices 
reinforced, and mistakes 
like Butch Reed will 
become heroes. A good 
time will be had by all, 
except those idealistic 


enough to care about the 
sport. 

As for me, Ill turn down 
the sound, put on a record, 
and watch the show without 
hearing the commentary. It 
is the only way to tolerate 
the show. Pritchard’s 
mewlings could destroy 
anyone's love for the sport. 

It takes a real man to give 
an intelligent, honest, and 
fearless analysis of a 
wrestling match. Tom 
Pritchard now has a job for 
which he can never hope to 
qualify. Oo
